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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, Including tlie fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 04 April 
2004 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-39 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although, the best prior art of record to Kokubu [US 5,710,421], Crosley et al. 

[US 4,837,822], McCabe et al. [US 6,068,192], and Ueda [US 4,849,617] disclose a 
card wherein the card is foldable into halves. However, Kokubu, Crosley et al., McCabe 
et al., and Ueda taken alone or in combination of other references, fail to specifically 
teach or fairly suggest that the card including coded information detectable by the 
reader so that the electronic lock can be opened, the key card comprising at least two 
panels Joined on adjacent edges of the two panels, each panel having an inside surface 
and an outside surface, each panel also comprising a printing substrate, the key card 
being insertable into the electronic lock in a closed configuration in which only the 
outside surfaces of each panel are exposed, printed informational matter being printed 
on the exterior of the inside surfaces of the two panels, the printed informational matter 
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being visible when the two panels are opened to reveal the printed informational matter, 
and the key card having a larger display space for printed informational matter than 
available on a single two-sided panel having the same external dimensions as the key 
card when folded as set forth in the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and. to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
